Prior art fails to teach and/or suggest coding the bits by determining whether a 
given bit is equal to zero and if not, coding the bit based on whether its coefficient is 
positive or negative, if the bit is equal to zero, determining whether the bit is zerotree 
root and if not, coding the bit based on whether the absolute value of its coefficients is 
less than or equal to a threshold value, and if the bit has a coefficient of the form of a 
zerotree root, determining whether the coefficient is less than the threshold value or if 
not, coding the bit one way and if so, coding the bit depending on whether or not the 
magnitude of all the descendents of the coefficients are less than the threshold value.
